After much experi- 
mentation the following process has 
been recomnmiended as E'iving th 
Ereatest success with the least wear 
on the fabric. A neutral soap of 
fine quality is not injurious to 
leather but-helps to keap the leath- 
er in good condition... For this rcea- 
60n soap may be used in the rinse 
water for leather gloves. 

Use one tablespoonfu] of soap 
flakes to a quart of water. Digsolve 


_the soap in hot water, then add cold 


water until almost cool. Whip into 
a heavy auds. 


Keep the gloves on the hand and 


' work the suds gently into the tips 
, and 
squeeze the suds through the gloves 
/until clean.
